The Proqaessing Ice Company whijli h is 


been erecting the new ice manufactory this 
side of the cemetery, will be ready to supply 
the town with the manufactured product on 
next Monday. The plant has a capacity of 
ten tons a day. 
The pump started Tuesday 


morning to draw water from the artUian 
well, the water of which will be used in 
making the ice. 
The '.veil is 122 fejt deep 


and the water is drawn at tae rate of forty 
gallons a minute. The process of making 
the ice is an interesting one, and resembles 
very closely the manufacture of ice cream. 
Largo cans, containing pure water, arc 
lowered in a solution of brine, through 
which run a great number of pipes. 
A 


solution of a nmonia is pu.nped through the 
pipes, which causes au intense cold in ihe 
surrounding brine and freezes the water in 
the cans. 
After the wtter in the cans is 


frozen they are lifted out of the brine, a 
little hot water spinkled on the outside of 
the can, and then the block of ice slides out 
and is ready to be stored or for immediate 
delivery. 
After the plant is in thorough 


running order, Mr. Wilde says he expects to 
erect a large cold storage house having a 
capacity of 400 tons, next the ice plant. This 
will be utilized in the storage of perishable 
goods such as eggs, meats, poultry, fruit,- 
etc., and will prove a great convenience to 
Bristol dealers who can then safely buy 
when prices are low and hold (heir goods 
for a profit.

LIBRARY OF CONGRESS. 


Housed In the Fluent Building of Its Kind 


In t!ie World. 


Ten J-C.IPJ nfU'r the United Suites of 


America oomn into existence tho library 
had its beginning. Congress was about to 
move from Philadelphia. The scat of gov- 
ernment jvas to be transferred on 'two 
sloops to the District of Columbia. Thora 
was a fine collection of town lots, but not 
much else In Washington. So long as they 
remained In Philadelphia the senators und 
representatives mlido use of the Lognnlau 
library. When they euiiio to consider tho 
needs Df I ho 7icw locution, they appropri- 
ated 1(0,000 to buy books and ordered a 
room sot upnrt for them In the capital. 
The grandfather of the prosuut Knibassador 
Bayard was one of the oommitteo which 
curried out the provision. Two yours later 
congress employod n librarian at $3 a day 
to take care of tho books, but stipulated 
that tho pay was for only suoh time ag h 
was actually at work. Tho early appro 
priations for tho library were ?4DO a your 
IttookH years to get together 3,000 books 
Thon onme tho British, under Genera 
Ross, entering Washington in 1814. 
They 


burned the capital, and the library wen 
up In <lames. The noxt year oongre is madi 
another start by purchasing the 0,700 book 
o{ Thomas Joilorson for £28,960.

the library of congress, ns it is officially 
known, hud grown to nbout C0,l'00 vol 
times.

Such a result 1 
made possible by 1,800 windows and by an 
arrangement of courts within the ratorior 
rim of halls. 
The reading room IH in tho 


very center. 
But u flood of light pours in 


on tho cloudlost day. It is under the gold 
on dome. It Is an eight sided room, with 
tho elevated desk of tho librarian In the 
center and all of the apparatus for com 
municiiliug with assistants around and 
beneath. 
The desks for readers are in cir- 


cles facing the librarian. Tho distance 
noross this octagonal room Is 100 feet. 
Rotunda is a better description than room, 
for the celling Is the vaulted interior ol 
tho dome. The walls of this rotunda for 
40 feet from the floor are of amber tinted 
marble, rich enough in polish and color to 
bo mistaken at first glanoo for onyx. 


Opening into the rotunda on the eight 


sides aro alcoves, where encyclopedias, 
books of reference, dictionaries nnd works 
for which there is almost continuous use 
will bo kept. Those alcoves aro on th< 
level of the floor. Headers will be allowed 
io go into them and consult such books as 
bhey may need. Sitting on his high perch 
in tho oonter of tho rotunda, the librarian 
or his immediate representative occupies n 
losltlon much like the lookout's in a mod- 
ern penitentiary. IIo not only has every 
occupant of the reading room under his 
eyes, but ho can reo into every one of tho 


leaves which aro open to the public 
These reference alcoves will be tho only 
parts of the library containing books' to 
vhich readers will have direct acoes-). Tho 
raok racks nro completely isolated.—Sc. 
jouis Globe-Democart.

graphs, " said Mr. Bennetto; "the colors 
re produced by the action of light on 
homical substances. I think I am in a 
josition to tell you that I can produce, or 
hall very soon produce, enlargements that 
ro as perfect ns tho small photographs." 
lo added that tho correct reproduction of 
ha colors depended only on tho correct ex- 
losure and development of the negatives, 
nd if overprinted they would not show 
he proper colors. His photographs had 
)een subjected to very severe tests, and ho 
relieved they were absolutely permanent. 
)imo alone oould prove whetfier this was 
o or not. Mr. Bennetto is evidently not a 
oal amntour, else he wouldnotbososoere- 
ive about his experiments. If he nnd Mr. 
ihassagnc were more anxious to advaiico 
ho scienoe of photography than to secure 
atents and make money, they would ox- 
lain their processes and thus set other ox- 
erimenters at work on the same Hues. Bo 
liis us it may, however, the great problem 
eems at last to bo on the point of sola, 
ion.—New York Times.

JUS ONE SOFT SPOT. 


THE- CONSTRUCTION BOSSWAS HARD, 


BUT HE LOVED CHILDREN. 


Dr. Spencer Trotter Illustrates Points at 


K<*seinl>lanc« and Dissimilarity. 


Dr. Spencer Trotter of Swarthmoro col- 


lege delivered an illustrated lecture at tho 
Academy of Natural Sciences on "Animal 
C'hftrnctorlstlcs of Man." 


"In his brain structure," said Dr. Trot- 


ter, "man Is evidently closely allied with 
tlioapo, and tho difference between man 
nnd any of the higher upos In this rospoot 
is not so great as that which exists bo- 
1 ween the upos and monkeys, taken as a 
whole, and the other mammalian orders. 
And as Huxley says, 'The dill'orenco in 
weight of brain between the highest nnd 
lowest man is far greater, both relatively 
nnd absolutely, than between tho lowes't 
JIIUD and highest ape.' " 


Speaking of heredity, Dr. Trotter said 


it wns a well known fact that the young 
of oil animals tend to rovort to the ances- 
tral type. "Thus," said he, "In a group of 
closely allied species of birds—whore some 
of the eipecios are solidly colored and somo 
bnvo mottled plumage nnd spotted breasts 
—the young of tho solidly colored species 
are often conspicuously mottled and spot- 
tod. 
This Is notably tho ease with tho 


thrushes, especially In tho case of our rob- 
in. 
So among mammals the young of 


many species exhibit markings quite dif- 
f( ront from their parents. Lion cubs, for 
example, show spots which ally them to 
tho leopards and their kind. 


"Tho human infant presents many sim- 


ian features, which, though shocking to 
the fond parent, point nevertheless toward 
»i common anthropoid ancestry. 
Among 


the most remarkable of these evanescent 
characteristics arc the plantar furrows or 
creases on tho sole of tho foot In newborn 
babies, which, us Dr. Louis Robinson bus 
pointed out, present a striking similarity 
to tho creases on the foot of the upo. Dr. 
lioblnson has also shown thnt not only tho 
plantar furrow, but also the great mobility 
ol the toes, in young babies mnst have hud 
tholr origin In an arboreal ancestor possess- 
ing a prehcnsiblo foot. The disproportion- 
at e strength of grip In tho hand of a young 


"*-J)jibjMind tho tendency which it shows to 


cling toothings further support the theory 
of on arboreal llfo on tho part of man's 
archaic ancestor. 


"Tho young apo is quite humnn in tho 


relative features of the head and face, 
while tho adult degenerates toward a more 
bi rtial character. At tho same time tho 
adult man approaches moro toward a low- 
er type in certain features, notably in tho 
greater development of the brows and fa- 
ci.il elements, and his senile characters are 
decidedly simian." 


In conclusion, Dr. Trotter said that, 


while his ancestors may havo had advan- 
tages in protection from tho weather by a 
hairy covering and a more keen sense of 
hearing and smell, man had unquestioned 
ndvantages in tho development of his men- 
fail faculties and tho skill of his hand.— 
Philadelphia Press.

Value, Tnken In Their Entirety*

o^ily light that r'sichcs tho place comes 
through the dirty panes of glass in the 
door and from u flickering guslight in the 
rear of the place. 


The writer In n moment of curiosity 


went clown the rickety stairs into tho placo 
the other day. 
Tho man sitting on tho 


floor near to tho door looked us if he might 
bo the boss. 


"What uro you doing here?" asked tho 


visitor. 


"Waste pupe," was tho laconic response. 
This was encouraging, but still rather 


indefinite. 


''Oh, you buy and sell waste paper?" 


ventured the inquirer. 


"Yes," replied tho Italian, who by this 


time was gaining assurance, seeing that 
tho visitor wore no brass buttons or health 
department badge. 


"Well, where do you get all this stuff?" 
"Biggti bnild" all around," replied tho 


merchant, with a sweep of his hand. 


A glance at tho piles of scrap paper on 


tho floor supplemented this explanation to 
a wonderful extent. 
There were letter- 


heads of well known law firms, crumpled 
ui;d torn Icgnl documents and circulars 
nud pamphlets -without number. A few 
miles of ticker tape tangled up with tho 
rest made up the moss which tlili thrifty 
merchant had collected from the "bigga 
build' all around," and wu.fi now engaged 
in sorting with his several assistants. 


Tho big piles have to be gone over al-

value. 


Somo idea of the size of this waste paper 


business may be gathered from the fact 
that ono of the down town olTieo buildings, 
which has no newspaper office in it to swell 
its output, has from 400 to 500 pounds of 
theso scraps to dispose of each week. 
The 


dealer in City Hall place has no monopoly 
of the trade, out docs perhaps a hUlo more 
than his share. 
The janitors and agents 


of buildings uro only too glad to dispose of 
their waste paper in this businesslike and 
systematic way. 


It can hardly be said that the sale of 


waste paper is a source of revenue suffi- 
cient to cause sleeplessness among the own- 
ers of tho big buildings, yet it makes a 
small addition to the earnings of the jan- 
itor which is very acceptable. 
The insur- 


ance companies, moreover, havo clauses in 
their policies forbidding the accumulation 
of wnsto paper, and are vory strict as to 
their enforcement. 


It is seldom that anything of value is 


found in the waste paper. One might sup- 
pose thnt pons, knives, or possibly money 
and checks, might bo picked out of tho 
contents of hundreds of business men's 
waste bapokts, but fcuch is not tho case.— 
New York Tribune.

The riiuildng of Fowls. 


The Australian method of plucking 


fowls possesses tho adsantages of being 
rapid and easy. 
As soon as the birds are 


dead, plunge each in turn into a pail of 
boiling water, into whieh one aud a half 
pints of eold water has been thrown—tho 
object is just to scald them—taking care 
thut the water reaches every part of tho 
feathers. 
Olio minute's sousing is gener- 


ally sufficient. 
If kept in too long, tho 


skin is apt to discolor, and if not long 
enough, the feathers will not easily draw. 
Every feather ran now bo stripped off in tho 
easiest possible mnnner—in fact, they can 
almost be brushed off. The skin never 
tears, and the insects that infest all chick- 
ens will have disappeared. 
When clear, 


pump on tho birds to riuce off tho wot 
feathers that still adhere, wipe tenderly 
with a soft cloth, and hang up to dry with 
a cloth fastened loosely round. 
This is to 


keep them from the air and preserve them 
white. By this means all the feather 
stumps are perfectly removed. Ducks can- 
Eot bo treated in tho same manner, as tho 
oil in the feathers prevents the water from 
penetrating.—New York Ledger.

I hopo it will never obtain 
a permanent hold on our conversation. 


"The practice of abbreviating words Is 


a relic of barbarism. It is a survival of 
tho days of tho hieroglyphic, when men re- 
corded their thoughts on stones and nec- 
essarily economized space and labor. It is 
a practice entirely unworthy of these 
times of steel pens, typewriters and pho- 
nographs. It is a practice as demoralizing 
to the individual us it is to the literature 
of the day, and should be decried by every 
intelligent person.'

These waves 
behave just us light waves do, and may be 
projected into space and reflected and re- 
fracted after the fashion of light vibra- 
tions. Marconi's apparatus was exhibited 
by Mr. Preece,and experiment"! weroshown 
by the inventor himself. Two boxes were 
used, each containing the necessary appa- 
ratus. The vibrations produced in ono box 
affected tho receiver in the ether box and 
rung a bell, for instance, as an evidence of 
its effect. The inventor carried tho receiv- 
er about to different parts of the lecture 
room, and whenever the sending box emit- 
ted its vibrations the receiver responded. 
—London Illustrated News.

HOW INDIANS ARE NAMED. 


Titles Merely Incidental nnd Often Tem- 


porary. 


As tho Indian child grows he commits 


nets from time to time ench of which gives 
hi in a new name. 
For example, he may 


sen a b«ar and run screaming to tho tcpoe. 
The folks all laugh at him, and call him 
Buns from-a-bear. 
Later on ho may be- 


come the possessor of an unruly pony 
which ho fears to ride and become known 
as Afruid-of-his-horse. Or, ho may mount 
a horso from which another Indian has 
been thrown, and he then Is spoken of as 
Bides-tho-horso. Farther on ho becomes a 
great hunter and kills flvo bears, und they 
call him Five-boars, and when he slays an- 
other his name changes to Slx-bonrs. He 
may perform a valiant deed in battle and 
ricio his horso through the camp of his en- 
emy, for which ho is dubbed Charges- 
through-tho-camp. During the conflict ho 
may kill one of tho enemy. 
If his victim 


is tho only ono slain, ho is called Kills-tho- 
cnomy. But If others fall the one he has 
hilled must be described, as Kills-tho-one- 
with-the-big-kneo. If ho braids in his hair 
a yellow feather which ho has plucked 
from tho tall of an eagle, ho may be called 
Eagle-tail, Eagle-feather, Yellow-tail or 
Yellow-feather. If ho gives it to his friend, 
he will bo named Gives-feather, but if ho 
rolusos to part with it his name will 
ch.mgo to Keops-his-feather. 
Or he may 


obtain his name from some other object. 
If ho is accustomed to ride what is oora- 
inonly known as n "calloo" horso, he may 
be called Spotted-horse, but if his horso 
ha^ a short tail ho will bo known as Bob-, 
tail-horse. 
Tho ohaucos aro that ho will 


bo known by all tho foregoing names. His 
eni'inics in the tribe will continue to speak 
of him as Long-ears, Knns-from a-bear, or 
Afraid-of-hls-horsc, while his friends will 
call him Bidee-tbo-horso, Six-bears or 
Kills-tho-oncmy. For this reason it occurs 
that If you speak of tho Indian In the pres- 
ence of certain members of the tribe and 
call him Six-bears they will laugh at you 
and say, "That not his name; his name 
Runs-from-n-bear." 
But if you speak of 


him to certain others as Runs-from-a-bcar 
they will scowl and say, "That not his 
name; his name Kllls-the-onemy." 


Honeo it will bo seen that tho Indian 


names aro nothing, a delusion and a snare, 
ami the practice of converting them into 
English appears eminently unwise. It is 
certain that the name on the roll at the 
agency is tho interpretation of only one of 
the Indian's several "names." A short 
Indian name in their own vernacular, or a 
syllable or two of a long one, if euphonious 
ami pronounceable, as they usually aro, 
will answer quite well for a family name, 
bur, the translations aro never satisfactory, 
anil cannot be too strongly condemned.— 
Frank Terry in Review of Beviowa.
